The group was aoprehended 
by the Semen Border Police and sent to Tirschenreuth to await disposition 
for illegal border crossing and illegal possession of weapons. (F-2) 

SAVONCHAK, the admitted leader, says he had recelTed in orders 
from the headquarters of UPA in Regensburg to bring the group to Regensburg. 

SAVTiNCHAK says he is an Retire member of the Bandera Partisan 
organization, and thbt he had recelTed orders to leare Poland about two 
months ago.
